REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
has shown unexpected results for the use of zinc stearate in the claimed range. These 
unexpected results are shown in the Declaration dated 1 0/22/2009. The instant 
amendment brings the claimed subject matter in a commensurate scope with the 
showing of said unexpected .results. Previous rejections and the art of record may 
show the use of zinc stearate in such a magnetic mixture or core, but the amount of zinc 
stearate used by applicant is an order of magnitude less than what is typically used and 
unexpected results are demonstrated in this range. Thereafter, the claimed subject 
matter cannot be anticipated or found obvious over the prior art of record.
